Captain Murphey fired a bullet from a 38- 
caliber Smith & Wesson revolver into his 
right temple. It is evident that Mr. 
Shutze never moved. His blood and brains 
oozed down into his lap and onto the floor, 
his head fell back and he was dead. The 
revolver was evidently placed very close 
to his temple, as a place as large as a 
Silver dollar on his temple was burned 
black. ‘ 

In an instant after firing the shot into 
Mr. SnutZe’s brain, the supposition 1s 
that Captain Murphey placed the revolver 
inside of his own mouth and fired, com- 
pletely the roof of his 
mouth, causing instant death. The floor 
under Mr. Murphey’s prostrate body was 
covered with blood and brains, and it: is 
evident that he did not move a muscle 
after he fell.* . 

Coroner Charges It To Murphey. 

The coroner was sent for. In the mean- 
time. Drs. Walker and Gautier entered the 
rocm and made an examination of the

Sheriff Roberts then impaneled a jury 


, to hold an inquest over the bodies. 


When 
filed 


the coroner arrived. the tury 
into the directors’ office and in 
the physicians again ex- 
amined the bodies of the two men. The 
then turned over to under- 
takers and removed from tthe bank. 

The coroner's jury, after a thorough 
investigation, returned a verdict that 
Captain Murphey killed both Mr. Shutze 
and himself while irresponsible for ‘his 
acts, 

Captain Murphey’s friends have noticed 
for a long time that his mind was not 
right, but they did not think him in 
serious danger of collapse, and he was 
permitted to remain at the bank just 
to pass the time away. He did not take 
an active part in conducting the bus!i- 
ness of the bank, as all of the duties 
of a cashier had been taken in hand 
by his son and G. Gunby Jordan. It was 
thought that this rest from business 
cares would improve his condition. While 
in Tate Springs last summer he received 
a telegram stating that his residence in 
Columbus had been burned. He imme- 
diately started for home, and while en 
route received a telegram that his sister 
had died suddénly of heart failure. These 
trowbles coming so closely together made 
his condition worse, On one _ occasion 
recently he had the vaults of the bank 
examined and was suspicious of every- 
thing and everybody. He imagined that 
scme one was trying to rob the bank, 
and he was careful in his instructions 
ic the employees that everything be 
kept carefully locked and watched. 

Applied To Police for Guard. 

Recently he appealed to the police de- 
partment and requested that they place 
a watch squad at the bank. Many of 
his whims and caprices were humored 
by the bank officials, who hoped that his 
mind would becoMe easy on such mat- 
ters and that he would dispel his strange 
hallucinations. 

He was placed under tthe finest physi- 
cians in the country, but his search for 
health was unsuecessful. He frequently 
talked of dying and seemed to have a 
perfect horror of death, and his friends 
did not dream ‘that he would ever take 
his own life. But it seems that his mind 
gave suddenly away, when he committed 
the horrible deed. 

Captain Murphey’s financial affairs were 
abso.utely = straight. He had a iarge 
amount invested in Georgia and United 
States bonds and leaves a comfortable 
insurance, At the request of other offi- 
cers of the Third National bank, the 
directors held a meeting this afternoon, 
at which they found everything intact 
and in perfect shape. The bank’s de- 
posits increased $25,000 during the day. 
Neither Captain Murphey nor Mr. Shutze 
handled the money of the institution, and 
the investigation was but a formality, 
made because requested. Captain Mur- 
phey will be buried in Atlanta tomorrow. 
His remains will arrive at 10:20 o'clock 
on the Southern train, and the funeral

CONFIDENCE’ LOST IN METHUEN 


An Immediate.Change Which Will 
Relieve Methuen of His Com- 
mand Is Expected To 
Take Place in a Few 
Days. 


London, Wednesday, January 17.—The 
Boers Monday morning attempted to rush 
a hill near Rensburg, Cape Colony, held 
by a company of the Yorkshires and 
New Zealanders, but they were repulsed 
at tthe point of the bayonet. The Boers 
had twenty-one men killed and about 
fifty wounded. 

The hill commands a tract of country 
east of the main position of the Boers. 
They advanced cautiously, directing their 
fire at a small wall held by the York- 
shires, and compelling the latter to keep 
close under cover. When the Boers 
rushed the wall the . Yorkshires fixed 
bayonets and charged. Just at that mo- 
ment Captain Maddocks, with a small 
party of New Zealanders, came up and 
the combined force leaped over the wall 
and charged straight fdr the enemy, who 
flied, followed by a. withering fire at 
close range. 

The report states that the Boers. lit- 
erally tumbled over each other in their 
hurry to escape, but the persistent fire 
of the British inflicted a heavy loss. 

Desultory firing continued for some 
time, but the atittack was an utter failure, 
and the Boers retreated to the shelter 
of the small kopjes ‘at the base of the 
hill. 7

BOER DEAD AT LADYSMITH. 


Many Bodies Found as Result of 
English Aim. 


Ladysmith, Monday, January 8.—(By 
Messenger to Weenen, January 16.)—A 
representative of the Associated Press 
visited Saturday’s battle field this morn- 
ing and saw large numbers of Boer dead. 
The British guns seem to have worked 
great havoc. . One Boer was completely 
disemboweled, another had his head 
clean shot off, and several others were 
killed by the same shell, evidently while 
eating their luncheon as half eaten hard 
boiled eggs lay beside them. Some Natal 
Dutchmen were recognized among the 
dead. 


The British, while digging graves, were 


fired on by Boer artillery and several of 
them were hit. Soft-nosed bullets and 
dum-dum cartridges have been found on 
wounded prisoners. 


BRITISH FORT IS DESTROYED. 


Bembardment of Mafeking Was Dis- 
astrous. 


Pretoria, Saturday, January 13.—As a 
result of the bombardment of Mafeking 
yesterday the British fort at Eastward 
was demolished and the British retired. 
Advices from the head laager at Lady- 
smith report that the attack on that nlace 
January 6th was disastrous to the British 
and that Ladysmith appears to be in sore 
straits.

Frankfort, Ky., January 16.—William 
Jennings Bryan was banqueted by the 
democrats of the Kentucky 
tonight.

Putnam Is Not Worried. 

Fatonton, Ga., January 16.—(Special.)—The 
exodus of the Putnam county negro has not 
so far affected the farmers. A few families in 
the northern and eastern portion of the county 
have left or are preparing to leave for Missis- 
sinni, being stimulated by a woman agent 
who has been holding meetings in Morgan and 
counties. She has not made her ap- 
pearance in this county. Utter failure of crops 
is another cause for the departure of the ne- 
gro. The farmers are annoyed by others who 
threaten to leave if their demands for another 
Putnam is not seriously 
affected by the departure of these farm 
hands, as the negroes form a large majority 
of the population and it would be a relief to 
the county if more would leave. In the sec- 
tlons where the negroes have left a large 
acreage is being planted in oats and wheat, 
thus decreasing the acreage in cotton. The 
Class of negroes who have emigrated are about 
an average. As a rule the negroes of Putnam 
are contented and easily controlled, never giv- 
ing their employers any serious trouble. 


How Williams Looks at It. 

Editor Constitution—I notice in a recent is- 
sue of your paper a letter from Smith W. 
Easley, Jr., quoted as a highly respected col- 
ored man. He evidently has been misinform- 
ed and knows nothing of the situation of the 
colored people in Georgia or he would make no 
Bch erroneous statements. I am the man mov~ 
and I have never met him nor 
Made any’ such remarks as he credits me with. 
In the first place, I am a democrat and always 
have been. I am not employed by the govern- 
ment in anv. shape or form, 
political office for either party, and don’t want 
any. My business is advertised to the world; 
I inclose you one of my_ circulars, which you 
are at liberty to publish if you desire. If this 
“highly respected colored citizen’’ will take 
@ trip down the Georgia road through Morgan, 
Oglethorpe and Greene counties and see the 
condition of his colored brethren he would 
not need an explanation of why the negroes 
are leaving Georgia. ; 
is : bread and meat* problem— 
in the first place, very little work, if any; two 
to three years’ failure in crops and the star- 
Vation prices paid them for farm labor—I5 to 
25 cents a day and they board themselves—as 
they tell me. Unfortunately it is not only the 
negroes in suffering condition. Fight out of 
ten of the white farmers would be broke if 
they paid their debts; they are not able to 
furnish the negroes two to three months’ ra- 
tions during the winter season W 
no work for them on the farms. 
negroes have to go west where there is work 
the vear round at $12 to $15 per month and 
board, and cotton to pick at 50 cents per hun- 
dred and day work 75 cents. Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas, Texas and Louisiana have work for 
10,000 laborers now and are willing to pay 
their transportation from Georgia out. 

Now I have been doing missionary work 
on the request of the citizens of Greenesboro, 
Greene county, Georgia, that if I would move 
the people I should meet with their support 
and assistance and not be molested, as they 
would not have the means to sustain the color- 
ed people through the winter season.

Where they are going nobody knows. Thev 
generally believe they are to be earried to Mis- 
sissippi, and that is all. Your correspondent 
was told today by a gentleman who had just 
been in a conversation with a prominent rail- 
road official that... ‘‘Peg-leg’’ Williams, the 
leading agent in this movement, would ride up 
the road in a train and on approaching a town 
would secrete himself and remain hidden until 
the train left the station, and then he would 
come out and look after his charges. At At- 
lanta the emigrant agents are sometimes met 
by agents for farmers in the west, who take 
the negroes in carloads. Others are contracted 
for direct with Mr. Williams and are trans- 
ferred in Atlanta and shipped to the destina- 
tion, the transportation being arranged by the 
The railroads make remarkably low 
rates on the idea that they will have greatly 
increased farm nrroducts. to haul over their 
lines and I am informed that these emigrant 
agents sre paid from $10 to $15 a head for 
able bodied workmen for their services. 

As to the effect of this exodus several obser- 
vations may be made. Negroes however vag- 
abondish spend some money and the mercantile

Their go- 
ing away will be a distinct loss to the white 
farmers. The exodus will tend to disturb 
the condition of labor on the farms in general.

As published in The Constitution's dispatches 
from Greenesboro that this place haw been the 
seat of much trouble and the center of much 
of the agitation, the following letter from our 
correspondent at that place gives some in- 
teresting features of the situation: 

Since ‘‘Peg-leg’’ Williams and his emigration 
movement has become.a serious problem and 
a threatened source of mob violence, it is in- 
teresting to note the progress of the movement, 
and its probable effect on middle Georgia. 

Last September a Mrs. Levette began the

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Northern Capital in Southern Mills. 

At last, as The Constitution has long 
predicted, the tremendous profits to be 
found in the manufacture of cotton 
have attracted the attention of capita] 
which has heretofore been employed in 
other directions. For instance, a tele- 
gram from Charlotte, N. C., to The 
New York World announces that at 
least a part of the Gould millions is to 
be invested in the south. 

In this dispatch it is stated that 
George Gould and another member of 
his family have subscribed $500,000 to 
the capital stock of the Loray. mills of 
Gastonia, a manufacturing town twen- 
t~-five miles south of Charlotte. <Ac- 
cording to the report sent ta The 
World, President John F. Love, of the 
Loray Mills Company, when in New 
York recently, called on George Gould 
and said he was organizing a com- 
pany to build one of the largest cotton 
milis in the country. 

Mr. Gould seemed to be at once in- 
-terested in the matter and inquired if 
any additional capital was necessary. 
He was informed that the capital stock 
of the new company was limited to 
$1,000,000, and that most of it had been 
taken. Thereupon Mr. Gould in- 
sisted, so the dispatch says, that the 
capital stock be increased to $1,500,000, 
Saying that if this was done, he and 
another member of his family would 
take most of the remaining $500,000. 

President Love returned home and 


| subscribers to the stock, and it was at 
‘once approved by a majority. George 
Yould was informed of this, and -as 
the result a check for $250,000, signed 
by Mr. Gould, is now in a Gastonia 
bank, and the letter in which the check 
was sent said that the additional $150,- 
000 would be forthcoming on demand. 
While all this is very gratifying, we 
are led to wonder why both North and 
South Carolina are outstripping Geor- 
gia in the matter of cotton manufac- 
turing. The question arises, what ad- 
vantages do these states possess over 


Georgia in this matter that leads them 
to outstrip Georgia in manufacturing 
cotton? The only answer to this in- 
quiry must be found in the statement 
that the business men and capitalists 
of these states have been quicker to 
realize the vast benefits and the large 
profits that flow from the manufacture 
of cotton. There can be no other rea- 
son, for the Piedmont region in which 
a majority of the new, mills are 
grouped extends through Georgia and 
into Alabama. 

North Carolina cannot be said to be 
a cotton-growing state, but South 
Carolina falls Within the cotton belt, 
and it is a significant fact that it is 
now second only to Massachusetts in

Cold Weather. Bathing. 

Editor Constitution—What is the best plan 

by which to avoid taking cold while bathing? 
ms Mm. DD. 

An authority on hygiene says that systemat- 
ic use of salt baths will prevent one from ta&k- 
ing cold and avert chapping and roughnegs of 
the skin. A handful of common coarse sait dis- 
solved in a basinful of water as cold ab one’s 
vitality permits is sufficient for a sponge bath 
over the entire body. No soap should he used 
in this bath. It is better .3 use cold water for 
the fate an’ neck, adding a little hot for the 
remainder of the sponging if desired. 

It is interesting just now to know how to 
keep warm. As everyone takes the advice that 
suits him, it is well to havea variety on hand. 
A recent number of a medical paper offers 
sufficient latitude for choice. 

One physician recommends a warm water 
sponging, then a cold water rubbing, then the 
wearing of porous linen undergarments. An- 
other advises less, frequent bathing and em- 
phasizes the importdnce of pure woolen under- 
wear. A third objects to cold baths, and hot 
baths equally, preferring a slightly more than 
tepid degree, and advocates a mixture of cotton 
and wool in undergarments. Still another pre- 
fers linen mash underwear, while a confrere 
thinks a heavy cotton the proper material.

enjoyed greater prosperity during the 
past year than Alabama. All of her 
most important products—iron, coal, Cote 
ton, lime, timber, cattle, hogs, fee@. 
stuffs—have been greatly increased, fm 
some instances doubled in value in the 
last twelve or eighteen months, and it 
is but natural that the production o¢ 
these commodities should« have been 
greatly, stimulated and their producers 
greatly ;encouraged for the work of the 
present year. 

The most notable improvement 4, gen. 
eral conditions is in the mineral dis.

Hard Times Came in 1891. 


The hard times came about 1891 and 
lasted for five years or more. They pros- 
trated the mineral districts of Alabama. 
Iron could scarcely be given away, rents 
fell to less than half, furnaces went out 
of blast, people moved away, houses 
became vacant, interest was allowed to 
go unpaid and foreclosures followed in 
abundance, Men who had been account- 
ed to be rich were impoverished, and 
many others who were possessed of 
slightly better resources had their noses 
pushed very close to the financial grind- 
stone. :

All 
dwellings in its towns and cities are 
occupied. The financially weak manu- 
facturing concerns have been reorganized 
with abundant capital. A year of such 
prosperity as they have had has enabled 
many of them to pay out of debt. Real 
estate in almost every town in the min- 
eral districts is selling for perhaps twice 
what it did two years ago. The mer- 
chants are cheerful and report good 
sales and good collections: The mineral 
district is enjoying in all respects a sea- 
son of unequaled prosperity. 


They Saw Their Mistake.

“SYNOPSIS OF ANNUAL REPORT 


Extensive Increases in Railroad 
Charges Are Bignificant. 


UNLAWFUL PRACTICES LESS GENERAL 


Financial Interests Behind the Rail- 
roads Have Prevented Demor- 
alization of Rates. 


A synopsis of the thirteenth annua} re- 
port of the interstate commerce commis- 
gion has been prepared. Tt is a very 
lengthy document and covers a wide 
range of subjects. Some of the more im- 
portant sections follow: P 

“In its last annual report the commis- 
gion stated that attention had been called 
in previous reports to the vital respects 
in which the act to regulate commerce 
has proved defective and inadequate; that 
the present law cannot be enforced, and 
that until further legislation is provided 
the best efforts at regulation must be 
feeble and disappointing. The requests 
of the commission for needfu] amend- 
ments have been supported by petitions 
and memoria:s from agricultural, manu- 
facturing and commercial interests 
thrcughout the country, yet not a line 
of the statute has been changed and none 
of the burdensome conditions which call 
for re‘ief have been removed or modified. 
The existing situation and the devetop- 
ments of the past year render more im- 
perative than ever before the necessity 
We 
therefore renew the recommendations 
heretofore made and earnestly urge thelr 
early consideration and adoption. 

“Advances of rates have been made 
on hundreds of articles, many of which 
are necessaries in genera] use and con- 
stantiy moving from place to place in 
process of distribution, 

“It is mot Intendea to 
these advanced rates are 
no opinion is expressed as to their actual 
or relative reagonableness. But the fact 
that such ext@nsive increase in railroad 
charges have been brought about must 
be of significant import and furnish a 
weighty argument in favor of measures 
which wil] be effective to secure com- 
pliance with the primary requirements of 
the act. These advances in rates have 
been agreed upon by the carriers without 
opportunity, as a rule, for shippers, deal- 
ers or consumers to be heard. It is in- 
evitable that changes so numerous and 
affecting public interests 
throughout so large a part of the coun- 
try, will give rise to many cdmplaints, 
both in respect to the reasonableness of 
particular rates complained of and alleged 
relation of rates, 
Reference is elswhere made to the nature 
and number of complaints and protests 
on account of these changes in classifi- 
cation and the consequent increase of 
rates and readjustment of rate relations. 
Whatever may be the merits of these 
complaints, the parties making them are 
recognized by the law as having rights 
invoived in the question of the reasonable- 
hess and justice of the charges which 
they are required to pay. But so jong 
as Carriers are practically free to make 
and apply such rates ‘as they choose, 
whether acting independently or by con- 
cert, and whether competing of otherwise, 
and there is at the same time no ade- 
quate provision for determining whether 
such rates are just and reasonable or 
for preventing the exaction of those found 
unjust and unreasonable, although de- 
clared by the statute to be unlawful, the 
injustice which may result must be with- 
out available redress.”’ 

All reports agree that there has been 
marked improvement in the observance of 
published tariffs and that nonlawful prac- 
tices have been less general and con- 
spicuous than for some time before. The 
more favorable conditions jately prevail- 
ing have not been brought about by the 
commission in holding conferences with 
railroad presidents. Other causes have 
been much more potent. The great in- 
crease in the volume of traffic has result- 
ed in great scarcity of cars and motive 
power. This has operated to greatly di- 
minish the force of competition. More- 
over, there are indications that the finan- 
celal interest, which ordinarily has the 
power to control railroad management, 
has been directly exerted to an unusual 
degree during the last year to prevent 
the demoralization of rates and conse- 
quent loss of revenue. The _ influences 
emanating from this source have un- 
dowdtedly had a restraining effect upon 
traffic officials and more or less dictated 
&@ policy which discountenances rate cut- 
ting and similar practices,

THE PASSING THRONG. 


“I doubt if Atlanta has ever sustained 
a more distinct loss to the community 
generally in the death of any two citizens 
than she has in the passing away of the 
late Colonel R. F. Maddox and Colonel 
J. W. Rucker, who was laid to. rest 
Sunday,”’ said Lee Langley yesterday. 
“It is true that Atlanta, like every other 
city, has lost by death many good and 
noble men, but measured by all the rules 
of good citizenship I believe Colonel Mad- 
dox and Colonel Rucker will rank with 
any. who have lived before them or fhat 
will follow behind. The death of Mr. 
Grady took from us one of the giant in- 
tellects of the century and a heart as 
truly golden as ever beat within the 
breast of a lover and friend of man- 
kind: N. J. Hammond, the peerless law- 
yer-stateman-scholar, has gone; Dr. Bar- 
nett, the .ideal Christian teacher and 
pastor, is no more. And so on in every 
walk of life Atlanta has been blessed 
with men of the highest accomplishments 
and virtues whom she has had to sur- 
render to the relentiess hand of death. 
But in the death of Messrs, Maddox and 
Rucker our ]oss.as a2 community is com- 
parable to any of ‘these. 

“Atlanta as a city, although she loved 
and admired these splendid men, will 
never know one-half of the many acts 
of kindness, charity und benevolence for 
which they are entitled to a credit. I 
will never forget my first acquaintance 
with them nor the impression that they 
made on me at the time. A poor widow 
whose husband had been Colonel 
Maddox’s companion in arms had a son 
who was accused of a serious crime, and 
was threatened with severe and disgrace- 
ful punishment. She went to Colonel 
Maddox for advice and financial assist- 
ance. At the request of the good woman, 
Colonel Maddox sent for me and asked me 
to take charge of the case and that he 
would pay all expenses, saying that if the 
boy was guilty he did not want to save 
him from punishment, but that his guilt 
must be properly established beyond a 
doubt and that even in this event we 
must have him punished in some way 
that disgrace would not fall on his moth- 
er and family. While we were ‘alking, 
Colonel Rucker came up and Colonel Mad- 
dox told him what we were telking 
about. and explained the situation. Colo- 
ne] Rucker listened to the sad story and 
then in the gentle, kindly tone that made 
him so much beloved by all who came 
under his influence, he said: ‘Maddox, I 
will pay part of that expense,’ and he did.

Herman Agricola, of this city, is in 
receipt of a long letter from his Brother, 
Antoing Alfred, who is a member of the 
Twenty-ninfvh infantry, which is now sta- 
tioned at Manila, and has seen some 
months of active service in the Philip- 
pines. Mr. Agricola is well-Known in 
Atlanta and his friends will be glad to 
learn that the climate of the country is 
agreeing with him and that he is enjoy- 
ing good health. He says that he is 
delighted with the life of a soldier and 
that the only drawback he finds with 
the country is the multitude of mos- 
quitoes that infest it. These, he says, 
are enormous in size and are a constant 
source of annoyance. Far from finding 
the climate unhealthy, he says that it 
has agreed with him excellently and that 
he has gained fifteen pounds since he left 


America, 

In the latter part of the letter he 
speaks at some length in defense of the 
volunteer soldier and the motives which 
inspire him to enlist. He says: 

“There 1s an impression abroad that the 
rank and file of the men in the volunteer 
army are ,there because they are too 
lazy to work. There was never an im- 
pression more efroneous. If any enlisted 
because of this fact, they soon found 
that they had made a fatal mistake. The 
few who went into the army lazy will 
come out thoroughly cured of thc#@ af- 
fliction. Army life is all work. The av- 
erage soldier has enough to do to keep 
him ‘busy all the time, besides encoun- 
tering dangers that cause him to hold 
his life in his hands at least once a 
week. I wish that some of the stay-at- 
homes who delight to ‘theorize and find 
fault could see the American soldier 
abroad. Frankly, I do not think he’ is 
done justice. If some of the carping ones 
could spend a week in camp with any 
company now in the Philippines I am 
certain that they would not complain 
of the morals of the army, but would be 
proud of the manner in which the dignity 
of the stars and stripes is upheld. 

‘Let me give you some slight idea of 
the routine life of a soldier. 

“First of all, he has two hours of drill 
work a day, and if he is a ‘rookie,’ four 
hours. A ‘rookie’ must spend two hours 
each day making a monkey of himself 
by going through all sorts of queer an- 
tics, such as bending his body forward, 
twisting his wrists, kicking his legs and 
turning his neck tv get himself supple. 
Then comes two hours’ work with the 
rifle. Let the average man handle a 
nine-pound gun for two hours at a time, 
and he’ll be mighty near ready to quit 
when the time is up. Then there is the 
question of keeping his tent and company 
street in order, which is by no means 
light work; with dress parade, guard 
mount and sentry duty. When a man 
gets through all this he has earned the 
paltry $15.75 that Uncle Sam gives him 
for upholding the dignity of his flag. But 
he is not through yet. At any moment 
he may De called out to go he knows 
not where and to face dangers the nature 
of which he is ignorant until they are 
upon him, not knowing at what time 
he may ‘be called upon to give up his 
life. 

“No, laziness is not a fault of the 
American soldier. And I certainly would 
not advise a man to enlist who dislikes to 
work.” 4

This remedy 
might give us more hope were it not 
for the fact that in many sections of 
the United States the national banking 
business has never paid and cannot pay 
under the present national banking law. 
The avenues of profit through which 
the national banks are allowed to derive 
their sustenance do not exist. to a suf- 
ficient extent in many localities of the 
United States to make them profitabk. 
In the New England states and the east- 
ern states, wheré the forms of securities 
in which national banks can deal con- 
stitute a considerable proportion of the 
property of the people, these banks can 
make money.

REPEATS ITS SUCCESS 


The second performance of grand opera 
presented by the French Opera Company 
last night was attended by an audience 
rerhaps not quite so large as that of Mon- 
day right, but one that was equally as 
demonstrative in its enjoyment, a proof 
of the presence of many musically cul- 
tured listeners, since ‘‘La Juive’’ appeals 
to the mere music lover not nearly so 
much.as the more sensational ‘“Faust.”’ 
The change of programme introduced sev- 
eral new singers who were well received, 
and it showed to greater advantage the 
voices of some who were heard on the 
Opening night. The chorus, from its ap- 
pearance, would not suggest good per- 
formance of the smooth harmonies that 
characterize the ensemble work of Hal- 
‘éVy’s great play, but their singing was as 
musical and as well directed as on the 
previous night, when they pleased the 
most critical: The large orchestra under 
the sympathetic direction of M. Friance 
presented a finished interpretation of the 
refined and beautiful score, 

The honors of the evening were divided 
between Mme. Clement, whose beautiful 
werk in the role of Marguerite was but 
a hint of the power she displayed as La 
Juive, and M. Gauthier, whose dramatic 
tenor was superb in the broad opportuni- 
ties afforded Eleazer, Rossil, as Ruggiero, 
deepened the impression he made the 
night before by his melody of tone and 
comprehensive interpretation of a rather 
thankless role. The part of Eudoxie was 
acceptably presented by Mme. Berthel, 
whose clear and well controlled soprano 
voice was heard with delight in the song 
of her love for Leopold when she buys 
the chair fora gift to him. 

M. Bouxmann was acceptable in the 
role of the cardinal, as he was in the very 
different character of (Mephistopheles. 
His best opportunities were in the ca- 
vatine “Si la rigueur’ et la vengeance”

that occurs in the first act, and the emo- 
tional “Mais non! c’est un reve!’’ in the 
fourth act, when the climax of his strong 
acting was united with his able vocal in- 
terpretation. 

M. Salvator was disappointing in the 
role of Leopold.

There were several in- 
stances when Mme. Clement's singing 
thrilled her audience to enthusiasm, as 
in the romance “Il Va Venir,”’ in which 
alternating expressions | of fore- 
boding and joyous anticipation 
were brought out -in powerful and 
appropriate contrast. The couplet begin- 
ning ‘‘Pour lui pour mois, mon pere,” in 
which she humbly prays pardon for her- 
self and her unworthy lover, was touch- 
ing and beautiful. Her singing in en- 
semble passages, t00, Was remarkable, 
the grand trio of the anathema and the 
finale of the third act giving her occasion 
for wonderful display of strength and 
power. ‘ 

M. Gauthier supported the most diffi- 
cult role of ‘the opera, Eleazer, - father 
of the heroine, being in action on the 
stage during msot of the performance. 
On his first appearance he showed him- 
self worthy of the task allotted him, and 
until the fourth act, which is largely a 
solo assigned to the tenor, his work was 
eminently satisfactory, especially in the 
celebration of the BDaster scene. The 
height of artistic power was reached in 
the “grand air’’ and the preceding solo, 
and the exultation ““Dieu m’ecelaire” of 
the fourth act. No more magnificent 
singting thas been’heard fin the history of 
the Grand than \M, Gauitthier presented 
in this grand finale,
